Examiner 9 s Statement of Reasons for A llowance 

1 . Claims 1-25 are allowable over the prior of records. 

1 . The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: Regarding claims 1 and 13, the allowability, at least in part, resides in a food 
preparation appliance, fails to teach in part a home gateway server that has access to 
automatically deliver user-selected portions of the cooking materials and liquid to a cooking 
area. Regarding claim 14, the allowability, at least in part, resides in a food preparation 
appliance, fails to teach in part a controller comprising a telephone system interface for being 
operative connection to a telephone system that has access to automatically deliver user-selected 
portions of the cooking materials and liquid to a cooking area. Regarding claim 15, the 
allowability, at least in part, resides in a food preparation method, fails to teach in part steps of 
receiving data from a remote source that has access to automatically deliver user-selected 
portions of the cooking materials and liquid to a cooking area, and a starting time for preparation 
of the food. Regarding claim 21, the allowability, at least in part, resides in a food preparation 
appliance, fails to teach in part means for communicating the instructions to a controller that has 
access to automatically deliver user-selected portions of the cooking materials and liquid to a 
cooking area. Regarding claim 22, the allowability, at least in part, resides in a remotely 
controllable food preparation appliance, fails to teach in part a controller coupled to the stopper 
and the valve for control of the amount and the of the volume and an interface at the controller 
for enabling remote control of the controller. 

3. Claims 2-12, 16-20, and 23-25 are allowed for the same reasons above.
